The state already has the rudiments of the design 
for a threefold project along Salt Creek which will allevi­ 
ate flooding problems for affected municipalities. 
That was announced by John Guillou, chief engineer 
for the Division of Waterways of the Illinois Department 
of Public Works and Buildings, to more than 70 people 
at a meeting Wednesday night | 
Page and Cook counties and 
the DuPage County Board of 
Supervisors were represented 
at the meeting, which had been 
called by the Addison Chamber 
of Commerce. 
In what he called a “thumb 
nail sketch’* of the work pro­ 
posed in DuPage and Cook 
counties, Guillou listed the three 
major programs slated for this 
biennium along Salt Creek.

In the crush of the halls at 
Lake Park High School, this 
year s foreign exchange student 
is recognizable only because he 
wears a plastic nameplate and 
carries a paperback dictionary. 
“I came to learn about all 
you have here in the United 
States,” e x p l a i n e d Jorge 
Bejarano who makes his home 
in Santa Cruz, Bolivia. 
Most of all, Jorge wants, “not 
to be different.” 
His campaign to win friends 
and live the life of a typical 
American teen includes a try at 
American football, a g a m e 
completely foreign to Bolivia. 
Jorge, who tips the scales at 
less than 150 pounds, will not 
bolster the Lancer offensive 
line, but might instead become 
a soccer-style placekick spe­ 
cialist. 
LEONARD BOONE, 114 Oak 


St. Bloomingdale, a member of 
the Lake Park faculty and 
Jorge’s foster father for the 
year, said, “The coach told 
George that he didn’t have a 
strong kicking leg, but that his 
kicks were very accurate.” 


One of the prime factors in 
Jorge’s decision to become an 
American Field Service student 
is his insatiable desire to learn 
English. 


In Bolivia Jorge attended eve­ 
ning classes to study English in 
addition to his regular high 
school class load. Every’ week 
night for one hour he received 
instruction at the Central Bo­ 
ti vian-American center. Jorge 
mastered each of the 12 two- 
month long courses, and paid 
the tuition out of his own pock­ 
et. 


“English is the most impor­ 
tant and commercial language 


in the world,” explained Jorge 
in clear tones. “I also want to 
learn American customs be­ 
cause maybe my people have 
the wrong id^r The only way 
to know is to come to America.” 


ACCORDING TO Jorge, the 
Bolivian people of the Santa 
Cruz area fed that the Ameri­ 
cans are expiating Bolivia’s 
tremendous wealth of natural 
resources and robbing its peo­ 
ple. American companies drill 
for oil and mine Bolivian tin but 
“keep all the riches to them­ 
selves,” Jorge said. This has 
led to a preference by the Bo­ 
livians for German or Japanese 
oil companies, even though the 
Americans pay better wages. 
“We are swimming in oil,’* 
said Jorge. “And they just dis­ 
covered more right under the 
village square in Santa Cruz.”

Mr. DeShane was appointed 
county superintendent of schools 
in December, 1953, to fill a va­ 
cancy. He had been re-elected 
to that post until last year, 
when he decided to retire. 
His final four-year term end­ 
ed Aug. 7, when former Asst. 
Supt. Merrill Gates assumed 
the position. 
PRIOR TO becoming county 
superintendent, 
Mr. 
DeShane 
was principal of York Commu­ 
nity High School, where he ear­ 
lier had been mathematics and 
science teacher since 1924. 
He graduated with a BS de­ 
gree in 1922 from the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, where he also 
obtained 
an

degree 
in 
1932.

He had served on many com­ 
mittees through the years for 
the 
state 
superintendent 
of 
schools, and was active in the 
Illinois Assn. of County Super­ 
intendents. 
His most recent victory in the 
educational field came when the 


Illinois Task Force on Educa­ 
tion adopted many of the recom­ 
mendations 
made 
by 
th e 
“emerging role” committee, of 
which he was chairman. 


THAT COMMITTEE worked 
directly under the School Prob­ 
lems Commission. 
One of the most reknowried 
of his recommendations adopt­ 
ed by the Task Force was that 
his own office—county superin­ 
tendent of schools—be phased 
out of the educational hierarchy. 
Mr. DeShane is survived by 
his widow, Nina, A daughter 
preceded him in death. 
Funeral arrangements have 
been made by Pedersen-Ryberg 
Mortuary, 435 N. York Road, 
Elmhurst, where visitors will 
be admitted from 4 to 9:30 p.m. 
today. 
Services will be held at the 
funeral home at 2 p.m.

Not all. but “some 
just do not do the job they are 
supposed to,” he said. 
Jorge graduated from his Bo­ 
livian high school a semester 
early in order to be able to at­ 
tend Lake Park fa* a year. 
When asked about his per­ 
sonal goals for die f u t u r e , 
Jorge's dark eyes came alive. 
“I can’t express all I want to 
say,” he stammered. 
“Science has not progressed 
in my country. Bolivia needs 
research centers so we 
can 
discover things for ourselves. I 
would try’ to form institutions, 
centers, and schools for medi­ 
cine and scientific research. 
“I want to be a doctor. Not 
the kind of doctor that stays in 
the cities to make money, but a 
doctor that goes into the inte­ 
rior to help the people.” 
WHILE HE would like to be­ 
gin medical school in the near 
future, Jorge feels that he has 
an obligation to his country 
since it was possible for him 
to visit the United States for a 
year. He says he must return 
home and share his experiences 
with his countrymen. 
It is unusual for an AFS stu­ 
dent to reside with a family that 
does not have a student of the 
same age; however, the Boones 
have proved admirable hosts. 
Since Boone is a member of the 
f a c u l t y , Jorge met all his 
teachers before school opened 
on Tuesday. 
He also went camping with 
several faculty families in the 
Governor Dodge State Park of 
Wisconsin. While in Wisconsin, 
Jorge met a male student from 
Caracas, Venezuela. 
Shortly thereafter Boone was 
told that a girl from Jorge’s 
home town was living on a 
farm in a nearby Wisconsin 
community. 
Boone packed Jorge and the 
Venezuelan 
student 
into 
his 
car and drove over for a visit. 
The three Latins had a grand 
time, according to Boone, as 
they discussed their new fami­ 
lies and experiences. 
The Bolivian girl was not only 
from Jorge’s home town, but 
was a neighbor and a fellow 
student in English class. 
“Small world,” q u i p p e d 
Jorge, in a voice as American 
as apple pie.

Northwest Tollway near Elk 
Grove Village.

2. Lowering of the profile of 
Salt Creek by four feet in the 
North Avenue area by dredg­ 
ing. The villages of Addison and 
Villa Park encompass this sec­ 
tion. 
3. The installation of a by­ 
pass at Fullersburg Dam of Salt 
Creek which is located at the 
Old Graue Mill in Hinsdale. 
This would lower the water pro­ 
file four feet. 
Guillou said this total pro­ 
posed design will handle a 
probably once-in-50-years flood. 
The differences in elevation will 
mean that the present 13-year 
capacity will be improved four 
times. 
“SALT CREEK is one of our 


favorite problems,” said Guil­ 
lou. “Ifs dilemma stems back 
quite awhile. A solution was 
worked out in the past but was 
not in tempo with the growth 
and needs of the people to be 
served.” 
Because some of the land 
along the creek is park district 
property, the cooperation of 
both DuPage and Cook County 
Forest Preserve Districts has 
been necessary. 
“They have been helpful and 
we can proceed now,” he added. 
“The State Department of Pub­ 
lic Works wants to get the job 
done and get out of DuPage 
County so it can work else­ 
where. You are getting the 
lion’s share of state help which 
is an accolade to the legislators

Touches Off Rumors 


A minor emotional spasm. 
J similar to that caused decades 
ago by H G. Wells* radio play 
“WTar of the Worlds,” occurred 
| in the communities that feed 
Lake Park High School on Tues­ 
day 
With the full knowledge and 
consent of the school adminis­ 
tration, three English teachers 
presented their students with a 
simulated Martin Luther King- 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference recruiting meeting 
in order to stimulate some cre­ 
ative thinking and writing. 
A few parents and a few stu­ 
dents misunderstood the pur­ 
pose of the exercise, and school 
phones j a n g l e d busily on 
Wednesday. 
RUMORS FLEW fast, includ­ 
ing one that Martin Luther King 
had made a personal appear-j 
a nee at Lake Park on Tuesday, 
the first day of school, and that 
he was personally recruiting 
students 
for 
his 
nonviolent 
movement. 
Supt. Carl Forrester explain­ 
ed, “This was a simulated ex­ 
perience for the purpose of 
stimulating creative reflection. 
The school is certainly not re­ 
cruiting for any civil rights 
group, nor are we advocating 
the art of demonstration. This 
was a classroom exercise.” 
What happened is this: 
During the two-week workshop 
before school opened, English

Roberts decided that it might 
be interesting and effective if 
his junior English students were 
motivated in a different way 
this year.

If the purpose of the DuPage County Board meeting as a 
committee-of-the-whole Tuesday was in the nature of a fishing 
expedition to get members thinking on multiple county matters, 
it served that purpose admirably. 
Because a cross section of the discussion which was profuse 
reveals a sharp diversity in member attitudes about policy and 
a considerable lack of understanding of the gravity of some 
current problems now facing the county. 
Another revelation was that a broad information gap 
exists. The board as a whole is not well enough informed 
to take action in those areas of county government said to 
be pressing. 
Other than those serving on the committee 
handling a matter under discussion, most members simply 
do not have access to information to enable them to form 
honest judgments and vote with conviction. 
“It appears we don’t know where we’re going,” is the way 
Finance Chairman Gerald Weeks summed it up. This is a period 
of transition and the territory ahead is uncharted. This is just 
as true at Springfield and Washington as it is at Wheaton. 
We’re moving but nobody is exactly sure he knows just where. 
Our appraisal sums up the county situation in this fashion: 
The unheralded population expansion, industrial growth, com- 
munity growth, placing extra burdens on watre, 
sanitary services, courts, police, highways, zon­ 
ing and building controls has kept the count> 
board’s nose to the grindstone since the begin­ 
ning of this decade when it launched a consid­ 
erable over-all program. 
This involved mostly the bringing of the 
county buildings housing the courts and various 
HEO 
services up to date. Moreover, a new format 
was adopted in the handling of county business, bringing to the 
fore the services of professional people. The board itself has 
been compelled to take a more professional stance, or as Chair­ 
man Paul Ronske expresses it to look at the solution of county 
problems as “area problems,” from the standpoint of the county 
as a whole, rather than trying to solve them with local thinking. 
This is far from being achieved but it can be honestly 
reported that substantial progress has been made. This session 
Tuesday gave indication that more board members are grasping 
the need to see DuPage as a single community to find the right 
answers. This is commendable for the shifting of thinking to the 
right direction deserves praise. 
When the board adopted its county program at the begin­ 
ning of the *60’s to meet “current needs 
it also took a look 
to the future. A Jot has happened since to justify' the pro­ 
gram and the look. Now the county board has to in)P,e"**"1 
this long range planning. Like Napoleon’s army we’ve been 
overtaken by events. Without time to catch our breath, we 
have to make another leap forward. 
So the big question is: How to do it? But always remember 
it’s got to be done. People and more people, business and more 
business, are the cause of aU these problems and they will have 
to furnish the tax dollars to pay for their solution 
“We’ve got to coordinate our thinking. 
Ronske told 
board and we’ve got to think creatively.'' 
In other words, 
thinking has to come from all over the county with the guidance 
stemming from the county boardy 
And thinking creatively 
means that new trails have to be broken. We also may have 
to set up measures against a brain drain.

Lt. Evans in class: “Civil disturbances are manifes­ 
tations of civil unrest which Uke form in demonstrations 
or rioting. These demonstrations or riots can reach such 
a proportion that the civil authorities cannot maintain law 
and order by usual methods . . . No action should be taken 
at a riot scene by an insufficient number of police officers 
unless human We is endangered . . . There is no one 
department here that is able to cope with a mob of 
thousands.” 
A mob of thousands in the northwest suburbs*’ The poten­ 
tial is there. 
Memorial Day saw Cook County sheriff’s police combating 
rioters in southern Cook County suburban forest preserves. 
The Fourth of July saw mob action, this time juvenile, 
to the north in Lake Geneva. The potential is there with the 
presence of any activity capable of attracting large groups of 
people whether for purposes of creating unrest or for merelv 
letting off steam. 
At Glenbrook South High School near Glenview there was 
a meeting in July sponsored by a group calling itself TACT— 
Truth About Civil Turmoil. This organization has been termed 
a front organization for the John Birch Society and was so 
identified in stickers pasted to the inside of some car windows 
in the parking lot outside the school. The purpose of the 
meeting was to hear an address by a Rev. Mitchell, a Negro 
from the Chicago South Side. 
Cook County sheriff’s police had received warning of a 
threat on the Rev. Mitchell’s wife from a Negro militant group 
known as RAM—Revolutionary Action Movement. 
A handful of Cook County plainclothes detectives were in 
the audience and keeping a watch on the parking lot. Also in 
the audience were Lt. Richard Lowthorp, Division I com­ 
mander in the sheriff’s department, along with a plainclothes­ 
man from the Illinois State Police and an agent of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 
Lt. Lowthorp: “We heard about this meeting about a 
a month ago, but didn’t think much about it until a few 
days ago when we started hearing about threats against 
Mitchell’s wife. That’s really nothing new, but we didn t 
want it to happen here, tonight.’’ 
The audience of some 500 people was largely made up of 
prim and proper people. The meeting was equally prim and 
proper, but there were elements of controversy and dispute 
there that could have made it otherwise. 
Lt. Lowthorp: "We had our tactical unit in the area 
and the state police were alerted. We could have had 2ft 
men on the scene in a matter of a few minutes.” 
So potential situations for mob action or reaction do exist 
in the northwest suburbs and may be expected to become more 
common with the influx of population and the attendant 
personal conflicts that come with that influx. 
And the suburban police gird themselves for it, in both 
training and in practical application. 
Lt. Evans at the Northwest Police Academy: 
\ouve 
got to eat a lot of crow as a policeman. And 1 11 tell you, 
vou’re going to be called a lot more when you confront a 
crowd that’s stirred up. You’re going to be called every­ 
thing you could possibly conjure up in your mind. 
And 
there’s only one thing you can say to yourself—Keep a 
cool head. 
Lt. Lowthorp: “We’ve been called out this year three 
or four times for demonstrations of one type or another, 
but there have been no major problems. At the request 
of the Maywood officials we went into that community 
during racial disturbances and also called in off-duty police 
There are the forest preserve problems. You get half 
a million people in the forest preserves on Sundays. To 
handle this you have 70 rangers for the county. It grows 
im p ossib le for them or us to handle it alone. So we call 
in off-duty police. They work Sundays and holidays from 
one in the afternoon to nine at night. Under this emergency 
grogram we have IOO deputies assigned to augment the 
regu lar police. These may be court bailiffs, men from the 
transportation units or other departments. These men have 


. 
all gone through riot training. 


“The men on this duty have gone to a different uni­ 
form. Uniform pants normally cost 125 and shirts $12. 
A man doesn’t want to keep replacing uniforms at that 
price, so these men have gone to just plain khakies, no tie. 
no badge, nothing that can be grabbed hold of.” 
The standard police weapon in crowd or mob control is the 
riot baton—a 30-inch night-stick that can be used in capable 
hands as a sword, club, barrier or shield 
To this, at least in the Cook County sheriff s arsenal, has 
been added an aerosol can that discharges a tear-gas-type 
liquid at a range up to 30 feet. It leaves no stain and is not 
harmful to the skin. 
But splattered across a man’s shirt front it can render 
him blind and harmless in a matter of seconds and is likely 
to keep him that way for some 30 minutes. 
Lt. Evans at the academy: “Whatever you’re telling 
this mob you’re going to do, you’d better start doing it. 
If you say you’re going to use gas, you’d better have gas 
there and be ready to use it. If you tell them you re going 
to start making arrests, then you’d better start moving in 
there and making arrests when the time limit you’ve given 
them is up. Otherwise, they’re going to craw l all over you.’’ 
So in the northwest suburbs ifs a policy of PPP Prior 
Planning Pays. 
Should the situation ever arise where the 
planning would have to be put into action with large scale mob 
control of whatever nature, teen or adult, would it prove 
adequate0 
Chief Cy Campbell. Rolling Meadows: 
I wonder my­ 
self . . . We have the equipment and we have the training. 
As far as practical experience goes, we have none.”

St. Joseph River in Downers 
Grove and the Bensenville Ditch. 
Addisont V i l l a g e Presiden 
Harry Warthen questioned the 
pessimistic note he denoted in 
Rep. Redmond’s talk. 
REDMOND explained t h a t , 
the biggest p r o b l e m is the 
building of structures on flood 
plains. He admitted this w as, 
difficult to control by munici­ 
palities and the counties be­ 
cause zoning land for public use 
is not clearly legal. 
There are some statutes on 
the matter, but their effective­ 
ness is not certain, he said. 
“I don’t see how a property 
owner who is on the tax rolls 
cannot be allowed to use this 
land for other than public use. 
The only answer is to buy the 
property,” said Redmond add­ 
ing that Bensenville was doing 
this. 
Guillou contended that public 
use zoning for flood plains has 
been and is being done in Lake 
County. He said he could not 
cite a Supreme Court decision 
on such zoning, if there was 
one, but the municipality has 
the right to zone for open space. 
Itasca Pres. Will Nottke in­ 


terjected that Itasca, then, is 
on the wrong track. The village 
board is purchasing land for a 
60-acre open-space program. It 
has not been able to get land 
owners to provide public use, 
according to the president. 
“There is no other way to do 
it but buy the land in Itasca be­ 
cause of the development in the 
area,” agreed Guillou. 
ROBERT STUART, DuPage 
County building and zoning di 
rector, said that land in the 
county was too expensive for 
purchase. Included in the coun­ 
ty flood plan regulations was a 
restriction that buildings con 
Eructed on the flood plain could 
not be less than four feet above 
the flood crest. 
Redmond saw little value in 
the restriction. When a low area 
I is filled in and covered with a 
building, the problem of flood­ 
ing flourishes, he said. 
Guillou emphasized that the 
responsibility of each munici 
pality is to solve its own flood 
control problem. To secure the 
necessary rights - of - way and 
provide maintenance after the 
project is installed is up to the 
village.

New Inheritance Tax Law 
Funds deeded; Crisis Seen 


Atty. Gen. William G. Clark 
said this week that he must seek 
an appropriation of $1,532,395 at 
the forthcoming Sept. ll meet­ 
ing of the Legislature to avert 
a state inheritance tax crisis 
that could seriously affect the 
state budget and tie up the es­ 
tates of thousands of deceased 
Illinoisans. 
Clark said the oncoming cris­ 
is is the result of a new state 
law, effective July 17, which 
greatly broadens Illinois inheri­ 
tance taxes on joint tenancy 
holdings and insurance policies 
of deceased persons. 
WHILE THE chief sponsor of 
the legislation, House Speaker 
Ralph Smith of Alton, has esti­ 


mated that the new taxes will 
add 35 to 40 million dollars to 
the state’s general revenue fund 
each biennium, Clark said the 
law will more than double the 
work load of the inheritance tax 
divisions in Springfield and Chi­ 
cago. 
This will cripple both divi­ 
sions within four to six months, 
Clark warned, unless funds are 
quickly made available for add­ 
ed personnel, office space and 
e l e c t r o n i c data processing 
equipment. 
The broadening bills carried 
no appropriation to meet what 
Clark ^aid would be “at the 
least, a two-fold increase in 
processing procedures.” 


Clark said he has alerted 
Gov. Kerner and the legislative 
leaders of both parties to the 
emergency. 
Clark underscored the fact 
that die state inheritance taxes 
now produce approximately five 
per cent of the state’s general 
revenue funds and he warned 
that a massive backlog delay in 
the assessment of estates could 
seriously driay the collection of 
needed state funds. 


Such a backlog is already de­ 
veloping, Clark saki, and he 
noted that time lost by his in­ 
heritance tax attorneys in ex­ 
plaining the new law to prac­ 
ticing lawyers throughout the

This information must 
be documented in full and ex­ 
amined in individual hearings 
Previously one-half of a joint 
tenancy estate was automatical­ 
ly exempt. 
2. Since most Illinoisans have 
some form of life insurance to­ 
day, even those who inherit 
(minimal e s t a t e s containing 
nothing m o r e than insurance 
benefits must, for the first time, 
fill out inheritance tax forms, 
appear before a bearing officer 
and pay the new tax. 
CLARK SAID that thousands 
of small estates will be affect­ 
ed and a large segment of the 
public, never before involved 
with inheritance tax problems, 
will find themselves, for the first 
time, contributing to this al­ 
ready evident backlog 
Clark also stressed the im­ 
pact of the new law upon the 
state revenue picture. 
In 1901-1903, inheritance taxes 
produced only $1,105,665 
“By 1950, a full half century 
lata-,” Clark said, “the inheri­ 
tance taxes were still only pro­ 
ducing $21,000,000 per biennium. 
But today, just 16 years since 
1950, this figure has suddenly 
quadrupled to an expected total 
of $96,000,000 for the current bi­ 
ennium 


these needs during the regular 
General Assembly session, Clark 
said, is the result of unexpected 
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legislation kl the final hours be­ 
fore adjournment. He explained: 


“We did not increase o u r 
overall budget ($5,389,944) for 
the new biennium and, in fact, 
reduced it by $5,000.

I was intrigued by the edi­ 
torial captioned 
“Attractive 
Centers” in Wednesday, Aug. 
30, issue of the Mount Pros­ 
pect Herald. I think that the 
writer has touched upon many 
of the aspects of the problem, 
but at the same time, I think, 
has failed to take into account 
certain other important points. 


Consider the differences be­ 
tween a shopping center (as a 
business district if you will) 
and that of the historic down­ 
town business district in most 
communities. In the shopping 
center there is a substantial 
amount of surfaced parking 
area, the land for which and 
all of the improvements need­ 
ed to make it a well drained, 
well lighted, adequately sur­ 
faced parking lot were a capi­ 
tal charge to the private own­ 
er-developer. All of the atten­ 
dant operating costs to keep 
this parking area in 
sound 
condition become a charge to 
the shopping center. This in­ 
cludes such items as pave­ 
ment patching, power costs for 
lighting, sweeping, line 
re- 
striping, and snow removal. 
In the case of taxes we find 
that every square foot of the 
parking area in a shopping 
center is assessed the same as 
the footage under the build­ 
ing; and while the abundant 
parking may be needed only 
three or four weeks of any 
given year. the expenses of 
operation 
are 
an overhead 
item 52 weeks a year. 


ALL OF THIS is done at no 
charge to the village cr to its 
residents. In many older busi­ 
ness districts many of these 
costs were a normal charge 
borne, to a great degree, by 
the village and its citizens. 
Thus, it has always seemed 
to me that shopping centers 
in general are relatively large 
tax dollar producers (through 
sales tax, personal property 
tax, real estate tax, business 
license fees, etc.) but at the 
same time are relatively low 
tax dollar consumers. In pur­ 


suing ways and means of en­ 
forcing a goal of having an 
attractive, well - maintained 
shopping 
center 
within 
a 
community, I think that these 
differences must be kept in 
mind lest the approach ends 
up being discriminatory. 
Speaking as one who has 
been in the shopping center 
management and development 
business for a 
number of 
years, I deplore the appear­ 
ance of an unkempt shopping 
center. However, I also de­ 
plore the appearance of any 
unkempt property be it com­ 
mercial, industrial or residen­ 
tial. I suggest, therefore, that 
we not stop solely with a pro­ 
gram 
aimed 
at 
“Keeping 
Shopping Centers Attractive” 
but use a broader brush and 
make an atttacive communi­ 
ty our goal.

Public Indifferent 
To Soaring Deficit 


(The following is submitted 
as an open letter to Mr. Le- 
Roy Bressler, A r l i n g t o n 
Heights village trustee): 
Dear Mr. Bressler: 
The article in Paddock Pub­ 
lications on Aug. 25 pertain­ 
ing to use of federal funds to 
finance a water tank for Ar­ 
lington Heights was most in­ 
teresting. The many areas in 
which “free” federal money 
is being offered constantly 
amazes me. 
By coincidence my family 
and I had returned the night 
before from a most interest­ 
ing and informative vacation 
to Washington, D. C. It is a 
city where everything is di­ 
rected to more and bigger 
government — we saw many 
multi storied office buildings 
under construction which will 
need thousands of people to 
staff — all at the expense of 
we taxpayers. There are so 
many programs offered by so 
many departments—all help­ 
ing to create the largest def­ 
icit in the history of our coun­ 
try. The striking thing to me 
is the seemingly lack of con­ 
cern about this burgeoning 
deficit. 


Y O U R DISCUSSION re­ 
minded me of numerous dis­ 
cussions I participated in two 
years ago relative to federal 
funds when I was a member 
of the board of High School 
District 214. I have always 
felt t h a t the government 
should enter the picture only 
when there is an inability lo­ 
cally to pay for the needed 
program or project. This cer­ 
tainly is not 
an 
accepted 
premise today in many quar­ 
ters, and as a result there is 
more and more federal gov­ 
ernment 
spending 
w h i c h 
means more and more infla­ 
tion and more and more defi­ 
cit. 
Don’t 
be 
too concerned, 
however; things have a way 
of working themselves out If 
the taxpayer is informed he 
will convey his opinions ac­ 
cordingly. 
I feel that one of the best 


media for informing the tax- 
p a y e r s is the newspaper 
which accepts the responsibil­ 
ity as a watchdog and com­ 
municates to the public. This 
responsibility applies to the 
suburban press as well as to 
the big city press. Reporters 
must have the initiative to 
probe and inquire beyond the 
news release, and it is only by 
communication 
of complete 
information to the taxpayer 
“who is paying the tab” that 
he will know what is being 
done with his money. 
Again, Mr. Bressler, over a 
period of time things work 
out. If you can remember 
this it should be easier to ad­ 
just to some of the theoretical 
ideas 
which 
are 
swirling 
about, and which seem to de­ 
part from tried and tested 
ideas. '

As you may recall, we have 
always been quite complimen­ 
tary in our remarks about the 
commuter service on the C Sc 
NW. 
However, the recent parking 
arrangements at the Palatine 
station have me wondering if 
this move was made with the 
best interests of your custom­ 
ers in mind. 


I WOULD LIKE very much 
to know if we will have an op­ 
portunity to voice an objection 
at a public hearing in protest 
to this exorbitant increase in 
the cost of our daily transpor­ 
tation 
Obviously this so-called per­ 
mit fee has been levied with­ 
out advising ail parties con­ 
cerned. No one, to my knowl­ 
edge, has been asked to ap­ 
pear on behalf of the hun­ 
dreds of citizens affected by 
this unnecessary and dastard­ 
ly “taxation without repre­ 
sentation.” I for one protest, 
sir. Vehemently! 
Also, 
I am equally con­ 
cerned about the dubious ben­ 
efit we will receive from the 
payment of $19,000 a year to 
the Village of Palatine. The

It seems strange, indeed, 
that an increase of over 20 
per cent in the cost of trans­ 
portation for these citizens 
would be steam-rolled through 
the village without as much 
as a word being said in pub­ 
lic debate.

The Way We See 


Special Session 


Value Doubtful 


Prospects for any achievements 
by the General Assembly when it 
reconvenes Monday appear to be 
slim. We suspect this special ses­ 
sion was engineered for purely 
political purposes and never will 
rise above the level of the purely 
partisan. 


The session was called at the 
insistence of Republican majorities 
to 
review 
gubernatorial 
vetoes. 
Since the GOP majority is not large 
enough to override those vetoes, 
the exercise ~eems doomed from 
the start, except in political terms. 


It is well known that Governor 
Kerner is considering running for 
a third term in next year’s elec­ 
tions. 
It is also known that a 
group 
of 
potential 
Republican 
candidates for governor is jockey­ 
ing for position and that Republi­ 
cans are seeking to develop issues 
on a state and national level. One 
of those issues certainly will be 
crime. Another will be collapsing 
race relations. 


Those 
are legitimate election 
issues. 
However, 
statesmanlike 
debate on them wjU not result from 
the rump session starting Monday. 


For 
example, 
the 
governor 
vetoed an ill-advised stop-and-frisk 
bill which would endanger personal 
liberties without affecting crime 
rates. Reopening the debate on stop- 
and-frisk would not result in adop­ 
tion of the measure, but it would 
aggravate race relations at a time 
when Illinois, fortunately, has been 
able to avoid the racial outbursts 
which 
have 
occurred 
elsewhere 
across the country. 


Similarly, proponents of open 
housing are considering reintroduc­ 
tion of a bill despite prior announce­ 
ments by the GOP leadership that 
no new measures will be considered 
at this session. Democratic support 
for such an attempt can only be 


rebuffed by the GOP, and Republi­ 
cans will bear the full onus for 
defeat of open housing. Since open 
housing legislation has been sup­ 
ported by moderates of both parties 
in the past, the impression which 
would be created by such a move 
would be unfair and distorted. 


We are tired of politicians of 
whatever stripe who exploit this 
nation’s dangerous racial prob­ 
lems for their own personal gain. 
We hope the temptation will be 
avoided in this fruitless session. 


And we wonder where “economy 
bloc” members of the Legislature 
were when this political safari was 
being arranged at taxpayers’ ex­ 
pense. 


It should be pointed out that we 
are not opposed to having the Leg­ 
islature meet more frequently than 
every other year. Annual sessions 
of the Legislature are badly need­ 
ed. 
The state has outgrown the 
horse and buggy era when biennial 
sessions of the Legislature 
were 
adequate to meet the needs of an 
agricultural society. 


State government is now big 
business. Actions taken in the last 
session of the Legislature — to 
revamp the legislative process, 
improve efficiency in the admin­ 
istrative agencies and make 
a 
start toward constitutional reform 
—show an awareness of the need 
to improve the stature of state 
government. 


But additional sessions should be 
designed to improve the quality of 
legislation (or at least cut down on 
the chances for passage of techni­ 
cally 
defective 
bills) 
and 
to 
strengthen the role of the Legisla­ 
ture in managing the affairs 
of 
state. 


They should not be just an empty 
political gesture. 


Wise Legislation 


Governor Kerner recently signed 
into law a bill which removed the 
previous $30,000 ceiling verdicts in 
damage suits growing out of fatal 
accidents. 
By removing the limit, Illinois 
joins the growing ranks of states 
which do not have a heiling on 
damages 
recoverable 4L fatality 
cases. 
Fourteen of the t>0 states 
have removed ceilings, and attempts 
to remove them in other states are 
made regularly. 


We feel the Legislature and gov­ 
ernor were wise in approving this 
legislation. A limit, especially one 
as low as $30,000, is wholly un­ 
realistic. 


Death is a personal matter. The 
loss to family members of a person 
killed in an accident cannot be 
measured 
in 
terms 
of 
money. 
Thirty thousand dollars will not 
soften the blow. 
Neither will $1 
million. Payment to the family is 
not a m atter of making restitution. 


But there are practical affairs 
which must be considered when a 
family member dies. Foremost is 
the question of meeting direct hos­ 
pital and funeral expenses. 
For 
that, $30,000 is usually adequate. 


But what of loss of 
income? 
Almost any time a breadwinner is 


lost, unless he is nearing retire­ 
ment, the income loss to the family 
is greater than $30,000. 
Death of 
a young man, with a large family 
and growing earning potential, could 
be a paralyzing financial loss to 
his family. 


Proponents of a ceiling on acci­ 
dental death awards point out the 
rapidly accelerating pace of awards 
made in personal injury cases, 
where there was no ceiling. Such 
awards have reached record sums 
in recent years. 


Some of these awards may be 
grossly unfair, the result of a jury 
being swayed by emotion to force 
a “rich” insurance company to 
make 
restitution 
to 
an 
injured 
party. 
Certainly some 
attorneys 
encourage the filing of unreasonable 
damage claims, and the legal pro­ 
fession must find a way to deal 
with this abuse. 


Perhaps, to relieve an often 
overwhelming 
burden 
from 
the 
courts and to reduce the chance 
for emotional awards, the system 
should be changed. It may be time 
to consider proposals for eliminat­ 
ing the jury trial in injury and 
death claims, and substituting some 
kind of impartial board or commis­ 
sion under the courts* supervision.

Now, four months before any possible 
GOP convention and IO months before 
the primaries, political organizations are 
beginning to make endorsements and 
line up behind candidates. Most inportant 
of these so far is the endorsement, per­ 
haps informally, of Altorfer by DuPage 
County Republican boss Elmer Hoffman. 
Altorfer also has gleaned endorsements 
in other parts of the state. 
One northwest suburban political lead­ 
er recently commented that this is a 
dangerous thing so early. Politicians in 
the 
past had made such 
declarations 
only to rue that day as final candidacies 
developed. Feuds and hatreds, particu­ 
larly in the Republican ranks, developed 
and splits occurred which 
were hard 
to mend. 
Making a guess, Speaker Smith ap­ 
pears to be setting himself up as a 
compromise candidate — that is, after 
all is said and done by Altorfer and 
Ogilvie supporters, they may have to 
regroup and find a mutually acceptable 
candidate to mend rifts which are de­ 
veloping, particularly on a Cook County 
versus downstate basis.

But, such articles are 
only covers in a thinly veiled attempt 
to capture the mantle of the statesman, 
s o m e t h i n g any senatorial candidate 
needs.

Used to be a time when people spoke 
of “non-political years.”

under the new draft law are youths 
who don’t register or fail to inform 
their boards of their whereabouts. Others 
high on the list are volunteers (in effect 
a two-year enlistment), single men and 
those married after Aug. 26. 1965. 
Part-time 
scholars 
are 
generally 
draftable under the new law with most 
boards requiring at least 12 college 
hours per semester for deferment. 
The only persons totally exempt are 
sole surviving sons of a family in which 
the son. daughter, or father has died 
as a result of duty in the armed forces. 
Others 
in 
the 
“virtually 
exempt” 
category 
include 
men 
who 
became 
fathers before July I, 1967, and are 
supporting their families, men over 26, 
men married before or on Aug. 26, 1965, 
who are supporting their wives, men 
whose induction would cause a hardship 
on a dependent or aged parent, ministers, 
divinity students, and key workers in 
essential industries. 
For men who become fathers after 
the July deadline and have not previously 
had a student deferment, a father’s defer­ 
ment can be obtained. 
But the new law prevents the “daisy 
chain” of deferments which enabled men 
in the past to secure student deferments, 
then marriage and family deferments. 
A man who has been deferred to go 
to school will get a father’s deferment 
only if be can prove that his induction 
would cause extreme hardship on his 
.wife and child. 
The fate of young men who envision 
Peace Corps or VISTA efforts as a 
method of draft dodging will rest 
entirely with the individual boards. 
Some boards have called back Peace 
Corps members in the past; others 
place such volunteers last on their list 
of draft eligibles. The policy depends 
largely on the individual board. 


No significant change is foreseen in 
the policy concerning the six million 
men currently classified 4-F and 1-Y. 


The 4-F’s are mentally, physically or 
morally disqualified for armed service 
duty. The 1-Y’s might conceivably be 
re-tested if the manpower shortage be­ 
comes acute. 
For the draftee 24 months of active 
duty in the Army awaits with another 
48 months in the reserves. However, 
in June the Defense Department announc­ 
ed that veterans will not have to serve 
in the active, drilling reserves in the 
future as some have had to do in the 
past. The draftee is guaranteed four 
months basic training before being sent 
overseas. 
The new law provides that men can 
enlist in the National Guard or Reserve 
units as late as the day they are ordered 
for draft induction. Formerly, it was 
necessary to enlist before any induction 
notice was received. 
For those who would avoid the draft 
by the National Guard route, there is 
the problem of overcrowded Guard Units. 
A guardsman must serve six years, with 
six months active duty followed by 5 
years with weekly drills, summer camps 
and possible duty when floods, riots or 
other emergencies occur. 
The new law provides that conscien­ 
tious objqptors will be required to show 
that their cases rest upon religious be­ 
lief. 
Doctors 
and dentists may be 
drafted up to age 35 and are no longer 
able to avoid the draft by serving in 
any civilian unit except the Public 
Health Service and the Bureau of 
Prisons. 
For the suburban youth who has 
college in his plans the new law provides 
hope that he will have no difficulty in 
obtaining an undergraduate degree—at 
least as far as the draft is concerned. 
Those who don’t plan to attend college 
can look for a speedy notice from their 
local board. But the law provides for 
tigher restrictions on deferments thus 
attempting in several ways to provide 
a more equitable system.

There are houses for sale in Stoning­ 
ton, Conn., Carmel, Calif., and the Mon- 
adnock region of New Hampshire. 
There are houses for rent in Mexico 
City, San Juan and Kew, London. 
And there’s a furnished apartment 
for rent in Frenchman Bay, Maine. 
Also available is a rehabilitory school 
for “college drop-outs,” and a “contact 
in Southeast Asia.” 
If you want something to stay awake 
by there is a “topical humor service 
and 40 speakers’ jokebooks” or if you 
want to go to sleep there’s a man 
in Oak Park, Mick., selling ear plugs.

Laie 
Draft 
The New

The new draft law makes several 
significant changes in the Selective Serv­ 
ice system, but it does not as yet provide 
for the calling of 
19-year-olds first, 
despite the amount of publicity given 
that proposal. 
The plan to draft 19-year-olds first 
has been postponed for at least a year. 
But because of a manpower shortage 
the average age of draftees was dropped 
to between 20 and 21. The Secretary 
of Defense has the authority' to call 
younger men first, but probably will 
wait until January', 1969. before he exer­ 
cises that authority, according to a 
national news magazine interview with 
the Defense Department. 
Although whole-scale drafting of 19- 
year-olds has not yet been adopted, 
that is not to say that 19-year-olds 
are draft exempt. That all -depends on 
the size of the draft calls (which appear 
headed for certain increase to provide 
for an arms buildup in Vietnam), the 
supply of nondeferred men in the local 
draft board area and the youth's own 
status as a deferred or nondeferred 
person. 
Proponents 
of drafting 
19-year-olds 
first had argued that the number of 
youths that age qualified for occupational 
deferments is only about 3 per cent 
of all 19-year-olds registered. At age 
24 some 27 per cent or 4 million register­ 
ed men now qualify for occupational 
deferments. This argument will get closer 
scrutiny in months ahead. 
The widely discussed lottery system 
has been shelved for further study. A 
separate act by Congress would be re­ 
quired to institute the lottery. Such a 
system would be linked to a shift to 
drafting 19-year-olds first. 
For the young man considering col­ 
lege the new lay was a boon — unless 
he is set on graduate study. Deferments 
for undergraduates are guaranteed on 
request by the student without his hav­ 
ing to pass tests or maintain a certain 
class rank. 
A spokesman for the Selective Service 
Board No. 101, Des Plaines, explained 
that action on the fates of high school 
seniors who write asking for a college 
deferment is postponed until the board 
receives official confirmation from the 
college that the boy is enrolled. Then 
the youth is given a 1I-S (student) classi­ 
fication which he can keep for four 
years as long as he makes satisfactory 
progress toward a degree. 
For the prospective graduate student, 
the picture is not as bright. Men working 
on a master’s degree will have one 
year to complete their studies. PhD. 
candidates may be deferred up to four 
more years if they already have a year’s 
work toward their degree. 
Beginning next summer new defer­ 
ments for graduate study will not be 
given unless the student is in medicine, 
dentistry or related health fields. 
For the college drop-out the picture 
is dimmer still. Among the top pool of 
draftees are college drop-outs and stu­ 
dents who have concluded their college 
education. 
These 
men 
are 
usually 
among the most able-bodied and intelli­ 
gent in the draft pool. 
A youth who drops out of college 
for a year and is not drafted may be 
taken at the end of his junior year 
if he returns to classes, since most draft 
boards consider four years sufficient time 
to obtain a degree.

How much house to buy is 
the first and sometimes the 
most perplexing problem facing 
the head of the family as he 
seeks different and proper hous­ 
ing for his needs,” Arquilla said. 
‘‘Figuring out how much a 
family can afford to invest in 
housing should be approached in 
the same fashion as any family 
expenditure, realizing the major 
exception of the period of time 
over which die indebtedness will 
extend,” Arquilla continued 
As a general rule, lenders of 
funds to buy homes still rely 
on the formula “two and a half 
times annual income” for arriv­ 
ing at a sum for discussion pur­ 
poses. But this 
is merely 
a 
rough estimate that must be 
adjusted to each individual fam­ 
ily’s current financial status and 
future expectations. 


ONE OF THE first steps, is to 
prepare a complete b u d g e t 
showing all family needs, from 
the essentials (clothing, food, 
housing I to the optional sums 
spent on amusements and rec­ 
reation 
lf a family has been 
operating on a budget for more i 
than one year, it’s probably ade­ 
quate for day-to-day operations 
but should be revised before 
attempting 
a 
calculation 
as 
large as buying a home 
In addition to considering ap­ 
pliances. automobiles or other 
items the family mi^H be buy­ 
ing on time, it is recommended 
that you pretend that you’re the 
lender who has received appli­ 
cation for a mortgage loan from 
your family. Give a hard look 
at such factors as family ob­ 
jectives. amount of savings and 
life insurance, number of chil­ 
dren and outlook for perma­ 
nence of employment (especial­ 
ly if earnings of more than one 
breadwinner are to be consid­ 
ered). 
ALL THIS IN addition to a 
dollar-by-dollar budget for the 
family, which should be item­ 
ized under categories like utili­ 
ties. heating costs, health in­ 
surance 
premiums 
and 
pay­ 
ments to physicians and drug­ 
gists not covered by insurance, 
cost of family automobiles and 
other transportation 
The largest item is likely to 
be 
housing, 
because 
besides 
payments on principle and in­ 
terest, this figure should include 
insurance against fire and other 
damage, cost of palming and 
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other maintenance, and taxes 
(property taxes, not the income, 
sales and other personal taxes 
covered elsewhere in your budg­ 
et). 
Don’t forget an allowance to 
cover payment of the various 
fees that are lumped together 
under the term “closing costs.” 
These can vary, so they should 
be investigated through your 
builder, lender or lawyer. Dis­ 
cuss 
closing 
costs 
ahead 
of 
time, so there are no surpris­ 
es on the day the sale becomes 
final.

Athletes Meed 
Urge to Excel... 


A boy quits a football team 
after two seasons as a regular. 
He gives no other reason ex­ 
cept that he just wants to quit. 
Even his father can’t make him 
change his mind. 


It’s happened this fall in the 
Paddock area. One of the top 
returnees, a boy with invalu­ 
able varsity experience, decid­ 
ed to give up football in his 
senior year. 


The head coach, obviously 
disturbed by the loss of one of 
his key regulars, made the de­ 
cision that pleading with the 
youngster just wasn’t the an­ 
swer. If the boy didn’t have the 
desire to play, he wouldn't be 
of any help anyway. 


It’s an all too familiar story 
for 
coaches, 
a 
frustrating 
Story of a boy losing his de­ 
sire, losing his competitive 
urge to excel. 


And just what can a coach 
do? If you have a player with 
all the necessary physical at­ 
tributes and technical skills, 
how can you go about correct­ 
ing a deficiency in his attitude? 
In 
football 
there 
is 
little 
chance of success for the non­ 
competitor. Encouraging a boy 
to become a better competitor 
represents as many pssibilities 
as there are people. 


Some individuals are stimu­ 
lated by the material rewards 
in the future which may be re­ 
ceived for excellence. Others 
are stimulated by crowd reac­ 
tion or by the respect they 
hold in the eyes of other peo­ 
ple. 


Realizing that no two play­ 
ers react exactly alike, a 
, coach 
might 
use 
various 
stimuli depending on the in­ 
dividual. He might appeal to 
his pride by demoting him, 
promoting 
him, 
challenging 
him, or ignoring him. 


to collect damages if he is in­ 
jured by one. 


In this situation, the law 
might say that the spectator 
failed to exercise due care on 
his own behalf and that he 
assumed the risk of sitting 
where he was. 


On the other hand, if the 
puck comes to an area where it 
would not be expected, an in­ 
jured spectator would have an­ 
other case. The spectator could 
argue that he had in no way 
contributed* to his injury but 
had, in fact, done all in his 
power to protect himself against 
the 
normal 
and 
predictable 
hazards of the game. 


The law is the same at a 
baseball game or any other 
spectator sport as it is at a 
hockey contest, making allow­ 
ances for the differences in the 
game. 


If a spectator is struck by 
a baseball, liability may de­ 
pend upon the degree of pos­ 
sibility or probability of being 
struck by an errant ball. 


In certain instances, courts 
have found no one liable for 
damage to an injured party 
simply because no one was at 
fault. nuts. when a horse rear­ 
ed in its paddock, causing on­ 
lookers outside the fence to fall 
back in surprise, the court re­ 
fused to hold management li­ 
able for injury to a man in the 
crowd, since the horse had 
never been troublesome before.

A boy, who by nature is not 
competitive, will never be an 
All-Stater but often he can be 
motivated sufficiently to do an 
adequate job. 
Football is a 
game of emotions, and coach­ 
es are striving all the time to 
do whatever is necessary to 
keep up the enthusiasm. 
Coaches would be the first to 
admit they would never give up 
on a boy who doesn’t give up 
on himself. 
But until that boy acquires 
the urge to excel, his contribu­ 
tions to team success will be 
negligible.

Spectator Takes 
Some Risks... 


The spectator assumes a cer­ 
tain degree of risk when he 
goes to a sports event where a 
puck or baseball or other object 
may come into the audience. 
According to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, the liability of 
management for the safety of 
patrons at a sports arena is not 
a blanket one 
and depends 
upon 
the circumstances sur­ 
rounding an injury to a specta­ 
tor. 
For example, 
the spectator 
who takes a seat at a hockey 
game knowing that the area is 
not protected by a screen and 
is in a place where pucks are 
likely to come, may be unable

You can get some lively dis­ 
cussions going about the pros 
and cons of having the quarter­ 
back call the plays during a 
football game.

Then others will argue that 
any school that fields a team 
of any kind wants to win, and 
so does every coach, and that 
coaching from the sidelines 
enhances these chances of 
winning.

According to a recent survey 
by Brunsw ick Corporation, there 
is a growing number of bowl­ 
ing leagues for handicapped 
people throughout the country. 
Many who are blind, crippled or 
victims of amputation find that 
bowling brings the rewards of 
accomplishment, a r e t u r n e d 
self-confidence, and even a sig­ 
nificant degree of therapeutic 
value. 
At the apex of accomplish­ 
ment stands one bowler, George 
“Duke” Pennel. Last year Pen­ 
nell rolled the first 300 game 
scored at Hillcrest Lanes in Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio. 
Just to round out the total 
significance of this fact: Pennell 
is probably the only handicap­ 
ped kegler to roll a perfect 
game! More than IO years ago 
he lost the use of his left arm 
in an accident. Once an en­ 
thusiastic motorcyclist, Pennell 
turned his attention to bowling, 
working hard to develop bal­ 
ance and judgment. Two years 
ago he averaged about 165; last 
year he raised this to 171. His 
average now is about 180. His 
perfect game topped off a 182 
and a 164. 
All handicapped bowlers are 
enthused about improving their 
scores, but more important are 
social and exercise benefits. The 
fun of the game is a special 
treat for those restricted from 
participateion in most sports. 
Across the country, Multiple 
Sclerosis 
chapters, 
Cerebral 
Palsy groups, Easter Seal So­ 
cieties, and a host of similar 
groups are lending support to 
bowling activities for the handi­ 
capped. 
In a Baltimore mixed league, 
one member of each three-man 


team is restricted to a wheel­ 
chair. All are victims of multi­ 
ple sclerosis. The group, never­ 
theless, 
has maintained two 
years of regular league bowl­ 
ing. T h e i r method has the 
wheelchair team member bowl 
first and then lock the chair in­ 
to position at the foul line. The 
ambulatory bowlers then use the 
chair for support during their 
delivery. 
Some can’t stand or walk; 
others can’t pick up a ball or 
even put their fingers into the 
holes, yet a few years ago more 
than 200 bowlers entered a tour­ 
ney at the United Cerebral Palsy 
Center in Denver. 
Louisville, Ky., has seen a Na­ 
tional Wheelchair Bowling Tour­ 
nament, and in Philadelphia, 
more than 600 participants from 
the U. S. and Canada were on 
hand for an American Blind 
Bowling

bowling programs.

Some 
manufacturers have remedied 
this situation by putting in re­ 
volving shelves. 
There is no advantage to 
broiling steaks in the electronic 
range because they have to be 
browned in a conventional oven 
anyway, and little time is sav­ 
ed. 
“The oven has not affected 
my electric bill.” reports Mrs. 
Carlson. “With its quick cook­ 
ing time, the oven is on much 
less than a conventional one.” 


ELECTRONIC ovens are dif­ 
ficult to obtain in the Chicago 
area. At least one major elec­ 
tric company will not offer 
them in the Midwest until late 
in 1967. Few companies have 
the trained personnel to dem­ 
onstrate the oven for a new 
owner. 
The electronic range may be 
b o u g h t separately with a * 
browning unit or in a combina­ 
tion oven that cooks both con­ 
ventionally and electronically.

What About Pesticide Residue? 


“American consumers of all 
ages may be confident that 
their 
foods 
are 
free 
from 
harmful 
residues, 
due 
to 
FDA’s 
tolerance-setting 
and 
enforcement procedures,” ac­ 
cording to the federal agency’s 
official publication. 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration 
further 
asserts 
that 
“analyses of raw agricultural 
products as well as total diet 
surveys show that 
pesticide 
residues are much lower than 
the amounts judged to be safe 
by FDA and the World Health 
Organization.” 
These conclusions are drawn 
in FDA Papers, official maga­ 
zine of the Food and Drug 
Administration, in an article 
reprinted in a recent issue of 
NAC News and Pesticide Re­ 
view, official publication of the 
National 
Agricultural 
Chem­ 


icals Association. 
IN 
MAKING 
its 
“market 
basket” or “total diet” studies, 
FDA buys in retail food stores, 
“as would any consumer, a 
diet list of 82 foods in a quan­ 
tity sufficient to satisfy the 
nation’s largest appetite — a 
17- to 19-year-old male — for 
two weeks.” 
The food is prepared for 
eating ami then it’s analyzed 
by laboratory scientists using 
the most sensitive analytical 
techniques yet devised. These 
techniques 
can 
detect 
some 
pesticides in amounts as small 
as a few parts per billion. 
FDA, in addition to its mar­ 
ket basket studies, every year 
takes thousands of food sam­ 
ples throughout the nation and 
analyzes them 
for pesticide 
residues. In this surveillance 
program, samples are collect- 
4 


ed throughout the year at pro­ 
ducing, shipping and destina­ 
tion points. 
DURING A three-year peri­ 
od ended in June last year, 
49,356 domestic samples and 
3,836 import samples were ex­ 
amined. A total of 81 different 
chemicals were found in do­ 
mestic food samples during the 
period. Thirty-three chemicals 
were common every year. 
In general, the total residue 
levels on imported foods were 
higher than those on domestic 
foods and similar chemicals 
were found at about the same 
frequency. 
FDA’s primary objective, the 
article notes, is to protect the 
public from foods that could 
be harmful. Federal law pro­ 
vides that tolerances be es­ 
tablished on the basis of the 
raw agricultural commodity as 


it moves in interstate com­ 
merce. 
BUT FOODS are washed, 
trimmed, cooked and prepared 
in 
m a n y 
different 
ways, 
“which affect the remaining 
residues.” Hence, the “market 
basket” or “total diet” studies 
by FDA “provide the most 
reliable index of the residues 
being consumed in the diet in 
the United States ” 
These procedures show that 
there is a wide margin of 
safety. 
“From 
the 
above,” 
says FDA, “we can conclude 
in general terms that currently 
the incidence and levels of 
pesticide residues in the na­ 
tion’s food supply are not ap­ 
proaching dangerous or even 
alarming levels.” 
However, the agency contin­ 
ued, “the frequency and levels 
of residues in the nation’s food 


supply must not be permitted 
to increase unnecessarily.” 
IT ADDS, “Surveillance and 
control must continue at cur­ 
rent levels to detect and elimi­ 
nate problems 
arising from 
unexpected, unanticipated and 
unavoidable sources, as well 
as from misuse.”
